or illegal, read aud be judge thy ſelf, Only be ſure of this that thow ba 

faithful Narrative, What you find therein relating to the convittion of theſe 
perſons, was reported by ſome Officers then preſent, or dropt from the informer 
themſelurs, and the witneſs of an enemy (we uſt to ſay) is a double teſtimony, 

That of che unre:ſ-nableneſs of the diſtreſs, &. will (if occaſion require) be 
atre(led by many who were both eye And cer witneſſes, for theſe things were wot 
done in a corner, Many muterial circumſtances are herein for brevity ſake 0+ 
mitted, none but what are upon due examination found true, inſerted, The de- 

fign of this narrative is mot to imbitter the ſpirits of any againſt lawſul ſuperi- 

ers, and I dire be ſo charitable as to judge, that ſuch a deſi gu would be as con- 
trary to theſe ſufferers themſelves, being Men that are peascable, and faithful 
in the Land, In matters of the RK ingdom, walice it ſelf ca. find nothing ber 
with to accuſe them, only in this matter of their God, and when they ſuffered 
thus the ſpoiling of their goods, they indured it with patience aud j yfulneſi. But 
my end in tha relation i 2 the general information of all; that thoſe who are fel- 
low ſufferers with them in this cauſe, may not think ftrange of theſe fiery tryalt, 

Romi g thet the ſame are accompliſhed in their Brethren that are in the world, 
who ate with them filliug ap that which is behind of the ſufferings of Chriſt, be+ 

fides hereby theſe harſh proceedings againſt a peaceable people, may come to the 
ear of ſome in authority, who may ont of pitty to the diftreſſed, and Juſtice to

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The Narrative. 


N the 29th of May, 1670, (being the Lords Day) ſome 
k- Chriſtians in and about Lewes in the County of Saſſex, 
(tothe nutaber of 500 ſay their Adverſaries) were met 
together to hear the word of God. And that they might, 
if poſſible, avoid exaſperating their enemies on one 
hand, and provide for their own ſecurity on the other, the meeting was 
appointed at 3 a clock, Afternoon, by reaſon of the Peoples being at the. 
Pablick) an hour of the greateſt privacy, People were appointed to go 
to a houſe where uſually they met, within a mile of Lewes , but from 
thence were directed to a private By Lane, within a quarter of a me of 
the houſe. This may be enough to take of that imputation of contempt 
of Authority ſo frequently caſt upon them by fome, and chat of raſhneſs 
as frequently ob jected by others. | iS

It was by ſome vehemently 
ſuſpected that they might prove Informers, they being perſons very likes 
ly enough for ſuch a deſign, ſome therefore took occaſion te queſtion 
with both of chem about it; who ſtoutly denyed that they came out of 
any ſuch intent, Ref was obſerved to give very diligent attention, and 
when he c:me home, comended it for the molt excellent Sermon he e- 


ver heard in all his Lie. | 

But the next day, Jeane rere geren Judaſes, eicher vp'unca- 
rily went to Sir N Nats Juſlice in Les, or (as it is rather” proba. 
ble) were ſent for by him and threatned on one hand that, if they would 
not turn accuſers he would make the County of Saſſeæx roo hot for 
them; but, if they would, he promiſed on the other hand, that it ſhould 
be worth them at lea ſive pound a Man; And now theſe fellows(bei 
Halaam like as willing to receive: as this Juſtice (if it be po injury ws.

Upon this Sir 7 m Nut, with three other Judices whom he had, 
drawn-into a.complyance with him, convict the Miniſter, with above 40 
hearers, without ſending for them, and hearing what they. bad to offer in 
their own defence, that there were no more of them ſerved thus, moſt 
— — it to the want of mem ory, not mallice Thefe hearers were fi- 
ned five ſhillings a peice, beſides which the Miniſters fine of 20 pounds is 
layd upon five of them. viz. On Walter Brei; Grocer in Lewes, I huynas 
Barnard, and Richard Barnard, Draper, five pound a picce, on R chard 
White Braſier, 4nd Jobs 7 abret, Carrier of the C/iff near Lewes, ' each of 
them fifty ſhillings, . 
Further, Whereas they concloded ſixteen of the bearers inſufficienc, 
they laid their fines being four pound on four others, moſt of whom were

the perſons upon whom they had lai the Miniſters fine, viz, On Walker 
Bret, awd Them Barnard, 20 ſhillings a piece, which with their 5 pound 
forthe Miniſter, and 5 ſhillings for themſelves, made the ſum total, of 
each of their fines 6 pound 5 ſhillings, 20 ſhillings they laid on Rbord 
ue, which with 50 ſhillings for che Miniſter, and 5 ſhillings for him- 
ſelf, made his fine 3 pound 15 ſhillings; the other 20 ſhillings was laid 
on Thowa: Ridg of the Cliff, Draper, which with 10 ſhillings for him and 
his Wife, made his fine 30 (billings, Theſe were the extraordinary fines, 
whereof the higheſt was 6 pound 5 lbillings, other there were 
downwards of all fixes, The Fine for the place being a common - way 
was clear ſaved, 

Ic is very obſerveable, that thoſe who lived farcheſt from Sir Thomas 
Nut ſped never the worſe, the higheſt fines beiog impoſed on his neareſt 
Neighbours, whilſt the cauſe ſtood on its tryal, many both lalſe, and 
malicious infinuations were ſuggeſled to the Juſticesc0 exaſperate them 
againſt the parties gccuſed, which would ha ve been eafily wiped off, 
if rhe Judges when they had lent one car to their accuſors, had re- 
ferred the other for them, but Juſtice inſtead ct e ighing their cauſe in 
her ballance, immediately fell ro make uſe of het Sword, 

The conviction thus paft, Warrants under the Hands and Seals of the 
ſaid Juſtices, are immediately iſſued out, for the recovery of the ſaid 
fines by diſtreſs. and ſale of Goods, which Wariants were directed to the 
Conſtable of the hundred of Ri-gmire, and the Church: wardens, and 
Overſeers of the Parifh of 3auling, for in Mauling . Pariſh within the 
hundred of R:»gmire, the meeting was. Aſter ane ef the Warrants, and 
beneath the Hands and Seals of the Juſtices , was written as a Poſt- 
fcripr ſome what to this purpoſe, | That! «ll aber Officers phat ever.

Sir Thomas Nat ſends out theſe Warrants by bis Clerk, who carry ing 
them to the Headborough of Ringmire told him; That: Sir The bad
